night. 
Bishop Lillis was taken ill sev­ 
eral day s ago and took a critical 
turn Wednesday . 
He had been 
active in his duties as recently 
as Christmas day . 
Extreme unc­ 
tion was administered y esterday 
morning. 
Born Near Lexington 
Bishop Lillis, revered by Cath­ 
olic and non-Catholic alike, was 
born near Lexington, Mo., March 
3, 18 8 1. 
Although he left Lex­ 
ington as a y oung man, he still 
loved “ the old home town” and 
often visited there. 
He was versed in Missouri lore 
and knew all the stories about 
J esse J ames and his gang. 
Once 
he took Msgr. J ohn W. Key es to 
Lexington to show him “ what a 
real Missouri town looks like.’ 
The bishop recalled that he de­ 
cided to become a priest when he 
was about 16. 
“ From that hour,” he once said 
in an interview, “ I never changed 
in my determination. 
Of course, 
I play ed baseball and other games 
because I was a strong and active 
boy , but I never once deviated 
from my ambition to serve my 
church.” 
“ And let me tell y ou,” he add­ 
ed—“ I was a fine second base­ 
man.” 
First Assignment 
Bishop Lillis’ first studies for 
the priesthood were at St. Fran­ 
cis college, Milwaukee, and St. 
Benedict’s at Atchison, Kas. Then 
he went to Niagara university , 
Niagara, N. Y. 
Returning to Kansas City , where 
his father, J ames Lillis, a rail­ 
wa y contractor had moved, the 
y oung priest was assigned as as­ 
sistant to Father Edward Hamill 
at Shackelford, Mo., near Mar­ 
shall. 
Two y ears later Father Lillis 
was transferred back to Kansas 
City , where he 
was 
appointed 
pastor o£ Westport. 
Later 
he 
served mf pastor of St. Patrick’s 
church and as vicar general of 
the diocese. 
On Sept. 17, 19 04, Father Lillis 
was n amed bishop of the Leaven ­ 
worth d iocese. 
He was con secrat­ 
ed in Kan sas City cathed ral by 
Archbishop John J. Glen n on of 
St. Louis. 
Durin g his service at Leaven ­ 
worth, two n ew churches were 
established at Kan sas City, Kas., 
and St. Fran cis hospital was built 
at Topeka. 
Bishop Lillis was n amed coad ­ 
jutor with Bishop John J. Hogan 
of the Kan sas City d iocese 
in 
19 10. 
When Bishop Hogan , who 
ordained him as a priest d ied in 
19 13 he became bisliop. 
He celebrated his silver an n i­ 
versary as a bishop December 27, 
19 29 , before the same altar at 
which he was con secrated . 
In 19 35 he celebrated his giJd - 
en an n i\ersary in the priesthood . 
At that time he was appoin ted by 
the pope to the pon tifical thron e. 
This permitted him to gran t ple­ 
nary in d ulgen ce 
in 
the 
pope’s 
name an d gran ted him a special 
place if he should e \ e r atten d 
a fun ction presid ed o\ er by tlie 
pope.

CASTEEL IS GIVEN 


AS TO FATALITIES 


Head Of Highway Patrol 
Pred icts Fewer Deaths 
In Traffic 


J EFFERSON CITY, Dec. 29;T» ) 
—Col. 
B. 
M. 
Casteel, 
superin­ 
tendent of the state highway pa­ 
trol, today challenged the high­ 
way department’s report that traf­ 
fic fatalities increased this y ear 
in Missouri and predicted: 
“ Missouri w ill finish this y ear 
with at least 11 per cent fewer 
highway fatalities than in 19 37.” 
“ Both our figures and those of 
the state bureau of vital statistics 
show a decrease of 70 deaths in 
the first eight months of 19 38 
under those in the same period 
of last y ear,” Casteel said. 
“ In 
19 37 there were 641 highway fa ­ 
talities from J an. 1 to Sept. 1, 
and in 19 38 there were only 571 
in the same eight months. 
The 
highway 
patrol 
reports 
since 
Sept. 1 show the same general 
trend continuing.” 
Thi.s decrease Casteel attributed 
“ in large part to constant safety 
education by the state highway 
department and the highway pa­ 
trol.” 
The highway department re­ 
cently reported Missouri’s high­ 
way fatalities as being 41 higher 
for the first 10 months of this 
y ear than during the same period 
a y ear ago. 
The variance in figures, Casteel 
said, appears to be due to the 
fact 
that the highway ’s 
safety 
department did not begin compil­ 
ing 
complete 
reports 
of 
high­ 
way accidents until J uly 1, 19 37. 
The department’s figures for the 
first 6 months of 19 37, he said, 
were far under his. 
Casteel quoted Harry Griffith, 
state highway safety engineer, as 
telling him the highway depart­ 
ment’s figures for the first half 
of 19 37 were “ virtually estimates” 
“ Since 
then,” 
Casteel 
added, 
“ our figures agree very closely .”
